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Mount Albert-City 

Bus Service Given 
Inaugural Try-Out

A bus line will be operated by; 
the Hollinger Bus Co. from 
Mount Albert to Toronto with 
two trips each way a day prom- 
ised by the company. The ser- 
vice was set up following the 
signing of 11 petitions carrying 
a total of 1,405 names. 

Jjong a need in the communi- 
ties east of Yonge St., the bus 
line will run from Mount Albert 
to Vivian by way of the eighth 
concession, Whitchurch, west to 

Pleasantvillc, south to' Sunder- 
land Corners, and on to Dawe's 

Road and O'Connor Drive. The 
south terminal is at Bay and 
Dundas Sts., Toronto. 

Initiating the service, a bus 
left Mount Albert at 7.30 a.m. t 
Wednesday, with six passengers 
and stopped for municipal offi- 
cers and petitioners as it travel- 
led south. Randal Chapman, 
Pine Orchard, and Robert 
Brown, Vandorf, were two of the 
group. Earl Toole, as former 
warden of the county, was asked 
to come, the bus driving to his 
door, but Mr. Toole was on his 
way to do his threshing and the 
bus went on without him. 

The terminal for thi£ first 
trip was the Parliament build- 



ings in Toronto where the peti- 
tions were presented and the 
petitioners interviewed Chair- 
man Coulter of the Ontario gov- 
ernment. The only objector to 
the route was an advocator of a 
Lindsay-Toronto line which 
would coincide with the new 
route over five miles between 
Highway No. 7 and the Lang- 
staif cut-off. 

Leaving the Parliament build- 
ings, the group of 20 were enter- 
tained at Elliott House in Toron- 
to and then went to the home of 

the proprietors of the bus line 
where Mr. Hoi Linger spoke his 
hearty thanks for the manner in 
which the service had been ar- 
ranged. 

Mr. Makins, who had acted as 
liaison officer between the com- 
pany and petitioners spoke ap- 
preciatively of both and in turn 
was thanked for his information 
on places of interest passed on 
the trip which, it was said, add- 
ed greatly to the pleasure of the 
travellers. The home-ward trip 
showed how a bus can promote 
social contacts among those who 
may be neighobrs yet up to the 
time of this venture had been 
strangers.

The following is the annual 
report of the Newmarket Horti- 
cultural Society as prepared by 
the secretary, Hilda Tumelty: 

The Newmarket Horticultural 
Society, with Eugene McCaffery 
is its president, has so far en- 
joyed a very prosperous year. 
At the beginning of the 1945 sea- 
son the society had considerable 
difficulty in choosing a president 
as many of the older members 
fell that they had given many 
years to the hard work of the 
society and that some of the 
younger members should step in 
and continue with the progress 
of the society, adding new ideas 
and "drive." The younger mem- 
bers in turn, hesitated to take 
over the responsible positions as 
they considered themselves in- 
experienced and incapable of 
handling the jobs. Hence, at the 
annual meeting, it looked as if 
the society was going to have an 
active executive with no presi- 
dent. But after some discussion, 
Mr. McCaffery offered to take on 
the position provided the other 
members would stand solidly 
behind him. 

Well, here it is September and 

mos V°* the society's work is at 
an end. To sum up so far, we 

ha\ r c the largest membership in 
the quarter century of the soc- 
iety's history. The aim of the 
society at the beginning of the 
» year was to raise the member- 
ship to 100 members over last 
year and raise it we did. Every 
member of the executive, wheth- 
er experienced or inexperienced, 
put his shoulder to the wheel 
and canvassed the town, adding 
new members who have proved 
a real asset to the society and 
whom we never thought would 
show an interest in flowers. We 
added more directors to the vari- 
ous committees and as a result, 
although we have had few meet- 
ings, we have worked steadily 
and received a great deal of 
praise for our activities.

It was an open meeting with 
time devoted to discussion of 
club affairs and the presentation 
of reports. 

TTie reading of the minutes of 
business and executive meetings 
held during the summer by the 
secretary, T, F. Doyle, showed 
that three children had been 
sent to the hospital for tonsil 
operations, three families had 
been supplied with milk, three 
anaesthetics had been paid for, 
and two other children sent to 
the Hospital for Sick Children in 
Toronto for. eye examination and 
treatment. 

It was agreed by the executive 
at a summer, business meeting 
that the public school board be 
petitioned on the behalf of Mrs. 
Dorothy L. Bowman for the use 
of a school room a half day each 
week for the teaching of speech 
correction. This work is being 
. again sponsored by the club with 
Mrs. Bowman in charge. , 

The juvenile baseball club 
>vas granted a donation by the 
executive of $15 and the execu- 
tive agreed to ask members to 

supply transportation for the 
club. 

At the beginning of Monday 
night's meeting, a period of 
silence was observed in memory 
of two members, J. E. Nesbilt, 
and Wm. L. Bosworth, who had 
died during the summer. Fol- 
lowing the period of silence, 
Gwen Lambert sang in dedica- 
tion to their memory. 

H. J. Luck praised the use the 
Lions park had been put to dur- 
ing the summer when Fred L. 
Hall directed a six-weeks recrea- 
tion program there. He was ap- 
plauded by other members and a 
resolution asking that a letter of 
thanks be written to Mr. Hall 
and his assistants and that they 
be asked to appear before the 
club to be thanked personally 
was passed unanimously. 



Secretary R. U Pritchard of 
the public school board was 
asked to write the public school 
principals instructing them to 
have at least one fire drill a 
month and to keep a record of 
the time required to empty the 
building, at the board's first 
meeting Tuesday in the council 
chambers. The resolution, 
moved by L. H. Bovair, followed 
a discussion of fire hazards in 
the schools. 

The board also made arrange- 
ments to hire Mrs. W. H. Swayze 
to teach this year. Mrs. Swayze 

has a specialists certificate in 

art and her A.T.C.M. in elocution 
and public speaking. She will 
teach at Alexander Muir school. 

Principal H. A. Jackson re- 
ported that the total attendance 
of the three schools was higher 
than last year. A break down 
of enrolment figures shows that 
King George school has 235 
pupils, Stuart Scott school 122 
pupils, Alexander Muir school 
245 pupils, for a total of 602 
pupils. Last June the enrol- 
ment was 565. There are 88 be- 
ginners this year as compared 
to 67 last year. 

'There has been some criti- 
cism of the lighting in the 



schools," Mrs. J. C. R. Edwards 
told the board. She suggested 
that an engineer be asked to go 
over the lighting and report on 
improvements needed. "I un- 
derstand that the present wiring 
in town is not strong enough to 
carry the load and all lighting 
in town has suffered as a result," 
said Mr. Pritchard. 

'"There should be provision for 
fire escapes in each of the 
schools," said C.-Morden Carter. 
'There are wooden stairs in each 
school. I shudder to think of 
what might happen if one of the 

schools had a fire." 

'There should be fire drills at 
least once a month," said Mr. 
Bovair. "I know they have 
drills but there should be more." 

"There should be an inspection 
to see if the doors are unbolted 
while the children are inside," 
said Mr. Carter. 

Dr. G. E. Case, chairman of 
the board, said he would arrange 
for a heating expert to look 
over the furnaces in the schools. 

Mr. Carter suggested that a 
book exchange be opened. Many 
books are thrown away after 
only a year's use and there is 
considerable needless expense to 
buying new books, he said.

Homes should be built 
to live in and enjoy, not just to 
provide shelter/'

Rationing Headache 
But Do Their Best 
Town Butchers Say 



Under the direction af assist- 
ant headmaster R. E. K. Rourke 
in the absence of headmaster 
Joseph McCulley, Pickering Col- 
lege opened today for the 1945- 
46 term with a record enrolment 
of 142 students. Four new 
masters and a new dietitian are 
added to the staff. 

This year's student body in- 
cludes boys from Mexico City, 
Washington, D.C., and Bermuda. 
The enrolment of#142 students 
taxes the capacity of the school 
and many applications had to be 
turned down. Enrolment last 
year averaged 135. 

George McCowan, last year's 
winner of the Cummer scholar- 
ship and Woodrington Award at 
Pickering, enters Victoria Col- 
lege, Toronto, this year with two 
Edward Blake and the Elizabeth 
Burr Tyrrell scholarships to his 
credit. 

-Mr. McCulley is expected to 
return to Newmarket around 
Thanksgiving. At present he is 
in England giving lectures in 
history and international affairs 
at the Khaki University where 
soldiers who are returning to 
Canada can take university 
courses with which they will be 
credited upon entrance to Can- 
adian universities.

Brohman, Ottawa, who will 
teach science, Leslie Johnston, 
Toronto, junior history, econo- 
mics and current events, W. B.

A general resolve to make the 

best of it was voiced early this 

week by butchers in town when 

polled on their attitude towards 

meat rationing. Most said it 
would be "another headache for 
the butcher" but as one put it, if 
starving people in Europe need 
our meat, it is to our credit if we 
can supply them. 

Meat rationing began Monday 
when coupon Ml became valid. 
Today coupon M2 is valid, mak- 
ing two coupons for each person 
valid this week. In future how- 
ever, the coupons will become 
valid, one each week, every 
Thursday. Each coupon allows 
two pounds of meat and bone. 
Eight tokens equal the value of 
a coupon and are used as ration 
"change." The rationing is 
more severe this year in that 
cooked meats, sandwich spreads, 
liver, and other items, unration- 
ed before, have been placed on 
the restricted list. 

On page four of this week's 
issue of The Era and Express, 
there is a chart of ration coupon 
values in reference to meat. 
Housewives are urged to cut out 
the advertisement and keep it 
handy for reference. 

Vincent Lavoie, meat manager 
of the Dominion Store, said he 
noted a hesitancy to buy meat 
among his customers early this 
week. "It is a case of not yet be- 
coming used to ration rules" he 
stated. 

Queried about the reaction of 
his customers to meat rationing, 
Vincent Lavoie, meat manager 
of the Dominion Store, said that 
the customers were just not buy- 
ing. "It is rather early to say 
definitely what is the general 
effect but so far the customers 



come in, look at the meat, and go 
away without buying," he said. 

Ktjn Howard of Arctic Lockers 
said that in his opinion, the gen- 
eral feeling was that rationing 
was needed and now that it was 
here, the only thing to do was to 
make the best of it. "The meat 
supply is quite sufficient for the 
ordinary family," he said. "Tho 
rationing method is 100 percent 
better this time." 

Howard Brice of Brice's Better 
Meat Market said that "tho 
tokens were a headache to 
handle and slowed down the 

serving of customers. The mar- 
ried couple without children, 
loose out as far as rationing 1a 
concerned but the larger families 
benefit." Mr. Brice said that in 
his opinion, rationing would re- 
sult in considerable waste unless 
/cooked meats were taken off the 
restricted list. "Right now, the 
customers are saving their cou- 
pons since they are not too sure 
of the values they will receive 
but in a couple of weeks, it 
should level off," he continued. ■ 

Jack Brewster, meat manager 
of Loblaws, said that the ration- 
ing had caused customers to 
hoard their coupons to the end 
of the week when they could buy 
a roast. He thought that once 
the first difficulties were over, 
rationing would become accepted 
as part of the routine of living. 

Russell Curtis said that if 
meat rationing would benefit 
those starving in Europe, such an 
act in Canada could only reflect 
credit on Canadians. George 
Knowles, saying it was too early 
to mark any definite reaction 
from customers, found rationing 
a headache to the butchers but 
was sure they would do their 
best in handling it.

The extent to which York 
County hospital has been in de- 
mand was illustrated this week 
with the disclosure by Miss M. 
L. Hill, superintendent of the 
hospital, that there mad been 109 
tonsil operations during August. 
In July, there had been 54 tonsil 
operations. In August, 1044, 
j there were 69 tonsil operations 
and in the same month in 1943, 
there were 30 tonsil operations'. 

During the month of August 
this year, there were 31 babies 
born in the hospital and in July, 
37 babies were born there. 

Originally a 40-bed hospital, 
the Margaret Davis Memorial 
wing: meant the addition of 18 
beds. Although not yet com- 
pletely finished, the new wing 
had to be pressed into service 
July 10 when the old part of the 
hospital was crowded beyond 
capacity with 63 patients. Since 
then, the lower floor of the new 
wing has been in constant use. 
The day it first saw use there 
were 11 mothers and 12 babies. 

No arrangements have yet 
been made for an official open- 
ing of the new wing, W. H. Eves, 
chairman of the hospital board, 
said. It was the intention to 
wait until the wing had been 

completely finished before offic- 
ially opening it. but the over- 
crowding of the old part of the 
hospital forced early usage of the 
new wing. 

Attractively painted in cool 
green and tan colors, the new 
wing presents a picture of cheery 
brightness. The most up to date 
equipment procurable has been 
used and the furnishings are 
modern and colorful in appear- 
ance. 

The wing was suggested by 
the three Davis brothers as a 
memorial to their mother and 
half of the cost was met by 
them. The other half was rnised 
by contributions from organiza- 
tions and individuals and grants 
from town and county.

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THEY NEED YOUR HELP 

The Salvation Army began its annual appeal 
for funds this week. The objective for Newmar- 
ket and district is $2,000.

As a court reporter in the city, we had a first 
hand opportunity to witness one phase of the 
Salvation Army work, that of helping those who, 
for one reason or another, had broken the law. In 
each of the police courts, there was a Salvation 
Army officer. He stood by to help the prisoner 
in whatever way was required. The crime was 
hot of importance. The man behind the bars was 
a man in need of support and comfort. The 
Salvation Army representative was ever ready to 

provide it 

What impressed us most about the Salvation 
Army officer was the respect in which he and his 
organization were held by police (usually rather 
impatient as far as social workers are concern- 
ed), the magistrates and the lawyers. Quiet, un- 
obtrusive, the Salvation Army officer was almost 
as essential to the court-room as the magistrate 
himself. 

Work in the court-rooms is only a small phase 
of the Salvation Army's far-reaching program. 
Other activities include the operation of hostels 
for the "down and out,*' the, care of motherless 
children, the old folks* homes, rescue homes 
where wayward girls are cared for and given a 
fresh start in life, hospitals, boys' homes, and 
camps for underprivileged children. 

In the war years, the Salvation Army has oper- 
ated canteens and club rooms for service men 
and women. Because of its widespread organiza- 
tion, the Salvation Army has been able to pro- 
vide these facilities all over the world. 

It is to continue this work that the citizens of 
Newmarket and district are asked to share in the 
raising of $2,000. The Salvation Army needs 
your help to help others.

Young Willy carried a 
licorice whip and the Elder Willy carries a pipe. 

Of the two, the Young Willy is the most for- 
tunate. He lives in a world of values set by him- 
self. He may prize the broken top as a trophy of 
some youthful contest, giving it value far beyond 
its pecuniary worth. The brass ring and the pol- 
ished door-knob have for Young Willy, associa- 
tions which enrich him far beyond his dreams of 
fortune. If his prize mud turtle looses favor, 
there is always a pet mouse or watch-beetle to 
take its place. His values are constantly renewed 
in ever-changing patterns, subservient only to his 
own desires. 

There is no value in a squirrel tail, clothes-pin 
or colored glass for the Elder Willie. In their 

place is money, the means by which the necessi- 
ties of life are provided. Where Young Willie is 
happy in a world of his own choosing, the Elder 
Willy must labor always for values set by others. 



CLUB FOR COMMUNITY 

At the time of writing, the baseball team 
chosen from the league in which Newmarket 
played and composed in large part of Newmarket 
boys, has won its way close to the final game of 
the Ontario championship. The team has been 
financed so far by individuals and this week, a 
canvass was being made on Main St. to raise 
additional funds. The boys have paid part of 
their expenses and transportation has been pro- 
vided by a loyal group of followers. 

It is unfortunate that the team has not been 
given better support by the town. The lack of a 
community backing is another demonstration of 
an over-all lack of community spirit such as 
has given Newmarket a bad name even among 
its own citizens. 

Newmarket has more than its Quota of social 
and service organizations. Each church has its 
men's and women's clubs. In addition, there are 
the lions club, the Newmarket Veterans* Asso- 
ciation, the Red Cross branch, the Women's Insti- 
tute, and others. This targe number of associa- 
tions, has, in our opinion, made it increasingly 
difficult to create a uniform community spirit 
Energies which might be directed towards the 
welfare of the community as a whole, are being 
confined to individual organizations- 
Would it not be healthier for the town if there 
was a general community association, presided 
over by an executive composed of representative* 
from the separate organizations- In this way, 
the activities of the various organizations might 
. be co-ordinated into a single effort. Individual 

w could call on others for help. Of 



Newmarket citizens, not at present enrolled in 
existing organizations, would be given a like 
opportunity for club activity. A community or- 
ganization could make a stronger demand for 
public services than individual organizations 

have in the past. 

In the coming months, there will be an ever 
greater need for a strong commmunity spirit. 
The age opening for us is an age of accomplish- 
ment. Great things can be done in Newmarket 
by Newmarket citizens if they will work to- 
gether. If they are unable to support a ball 
team, however, there is little hope that Newmar- 
ket and those who live in it will profit in the 
future.

UNSKILLED LABOR SHORTAGE 

(Free Press Herald, Midland) 
There are plenty of jobs available for men who 
are being let out from the war factories. So we 
are told by Ottawa, which reports a shortage of 
150,000 workers throughout Canada. 

Unfortunately most of these jobs are of the un- 
skilled labor variety. They do not pay the high 
wages that were earned in making munitions, 
and for the present most of the vacancies are un- 
filled. Many men will not take unskilled work 
at lower pay., There has been so much talk on 
ihe part of politicians about the duty of the gov- 
ernment to provide full employment for all, that 
many workers have come to think they are en- 
titled to jobs which will pay them war wages and 
enable them to live at home. That has never 
been the way of the world in times of peace. 
Men have had to seek work rather than having it 
laid at their door. 

It will net be necessary for all men who haV2 
acquired mechanical stall during She war to re- 
vert to their earlier occupations. All "upgrad- 
ing"" will not be lost, and it should not be. It 
may be necessary temporarily for men to do 
manual labor if we would get normal industries 
going again. - 

So long as there are not enough men to do 
rough work it is impossible to' reconvert the 
skilled industries to peace work. As one writer 
puts it: "Locomotive engineers cannot run trains 
over non-existent tracks; scientists cannot work 
in laboratories which are not swept; carpenters 
and plumbers cannot work without lumber and 
soil pipe; motor car factories cannot run without 
iron and coal. A shortage of unskilled labor 
means unemployment for skilled labor." 

Some contractors have been driven to persuad- 
ing skilled workmen to dig foundations at their 
regular rates. Ii is absurd, of course, to waste 
the time of skilled bricklayers and carpenters in 
digging collars, but the men themselves realize 
that without foundations there can be no super- 
structure. 

There is nothing dishonorable about unskilled 
labor. The man who works with his back and 
brawn is as absolutely necessary to human so- 
ciety as the man who toils with his brain alone. 
We cannot all be experts or specialists- 
More and more unskilled labor is being re- 
placed by machinery. Bulldozers are doing 
much work fc. nerly done by pick and shovel, 
but there will always be need for hardy, unskill- 
ed men. If Canadians will not do these jobs then 
they must not complain if pressure is put on the 
government to allow the immigration of a con- 
siderable number of men from Europe who are 
not afraid to soil their hands and bend their 
backs.

liquors until 2925, when govern- 
ment control or, as he puts, it 
"government sale" was voted in 
by the electors and he resigned 
his post to become an inspector 

in the child welfare branch of 
the province. He attended Knox 
Presbyterian church in Regina 
snd following church union, 
which he heartily supported, he 
became a member of the United 
church. In 2931 he retired 
from the government service and 
was soon drafted to the pulpit of 
Fleming United church- 
In 1935, he and his wife de- 
cided to return to their home 
district and moved to Barrie 
but two years later he was per- 
suaded to take overtthe United 
church at Dalston, his birthplace, 
and he remained there until 
moving to Aurora. Since then 
he has been in popular demand 
as a supply minister and for the 
past few years has done a splen- 
did job as chairman of the 
Aurora branch of the Navy 
League.
